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THE  EXCEPTIONAL  CHILD 

/^HILDREN  vary  in  ability  both  above  and 
and  below  the  average.  Is  there  a  State 
Institution  for  the  Deaf  or  Blind  that  does  not 
have  one  class  or  more  burdened  with  chil- 
dren who  cannot  keep  up,  who  either  hold  back 
the  class  or  get  dropped  behind?  We  are  not 
dealing  in  this  article  with  the  child  who  has 
practically  no  power  of  concentration  and  who 
is  not  capable  of  learning  even  by  repitition. 
That  is  a  problem  for  another  type  of  school. 
Neither  do  we  refer  to  the  child  who  is  too 
lazy  to  do  average  work.  We  speak  of  the 
slow  child,  the  ability  of  whom  has  its  limita- 
tions and  from  whom  we  cannot  expect  the 
same  results  as  from  the  normal  or  super- 
normal child. 

PIRST  OF  ALL,  the  physical  examination  is 
of  vary  important.  Maybe  there  are  bad 
tonsils,  poor  teeth,  adenoids  or  malnutrition. 
In  due  course  of  time,  these  handicaps  may 
be  cleared  away,  but  still  there  are  some  chil- 
dren lagging  behind.  Institutions  cannot  create 
new  capacities  in  the  children,  we  must  trans- 
form into  reality  the  possibilities  given  us.  In 
so  doing,  we  must  employ  methods  suited  to 
the  possibilities  of  the  child.  Schools,  large 
enough  and  with  an  almost  perfected  system 
of  grading  are  able  to  put  these  pupils  into 
classes  where  a  great  deal  of  constructive  hand- 
work is  given  and  where  the  children  do  not 
become  discouraged  because  of  their  limita- 
tions. In  many  schools,  however,  we  must 
move  the  pupils  to  the  grades  most  nearly 
adapted  to  them,  thereby  often  gaining  the  ill 
will  of  parents  who  resent  the  act  of  demotion. 
Here,  with  patience  and  originality  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher  and  methods  suited  as 
nearly  as  possible  to  the  individual,  we  can 
accomplish  more  though  not  always  as  much 
as  we  hope  for. 


JN  public  schools  a  great  deal  of  work  is 
being  done  for  the  superior  child,  as  well  as 
the  child  at  the  lower  end.  In  the  average  class 
of  deaf  or  blind  children,  there  may  be  one 
child  who  does  not  exert  his  ability  to  the  full- 
est because  he  can  keep  up  without  exertion. 
We  know  the  training  most  valuable  to  the 
slow  child  is  not  going  to  be  most  helpful  to  the 
superior  child  and  individual  differences  and 
needs  can  be  recognized.  Perhaps,  we  can 
provide  mental  exercises  to  fill  the  capacity 
of  the  bright  child  by  putting  him  where  he  can 
acquire  a  greater  variety  of  knowledge. 


JN  doing  this  we  do  not  want  to  over  burden 
the  child.  Health  and  hygience  must  not 
be  sacrificed  in  our  ambitious  endeavor, 
neither  would  we  want  to  develop  conceit  or 
arrogance  in  the  spirit  of  the  pupil,  so  special 
promotions  and  privileges  for  the  child  above 
the  average  might  have  to  depend  upon  the 
child's  strength  of  character  as  well  as  his 
mental  capacity.  This,  we  must  leave  to  the 
judgment  of  the  teacher,  but  don't  let  us  seem 
to  be  putting  down  the  mighty  and  exalting 
them  of  low  degree.

^ISS  LINDA  K.  MILLER,  editor  of  the 
Pelican  of  the  Louisiana  school  in  a 
column  article  claiming  that  algebra  performs 
no  useful  service  in  the  life  and  development 
of  the  deaf  boy  or  girl  and  that  therefore  as 
a  college  preparatory  subject  it  is  entirely  out 
of  date  and  that  valuable  time  is  wasted  in  at- 
tempting to  teach  that  subject  in  our  state 
schools,  pathetically  inquires  why  algebra  is  re- 
tained as  a  college  entrance  requirement  at 
Gallaudet. 

In  answer  L.  A.  Divine,  himself  a  graduate 
of  Gallaudet  in  the  Washingtonian,  after  point- 
ing out  some  advantages  he  believes  to  be 
gained  from  the  study  of  algebra,  as  pathet- 
ically inquires  why  such  studies  as  grammar 
and  physics  for  which  he  can  see  no  practical 
use,  should  still  be  among  the  required  studies 
for  entrance  to  the  only  college  in  the  world 
for  the  deaf. 

Then  comes  Brother  Travis  of  the  Silent 
Hoosier  and  somewhat  sarcastically  inquires 
why  English  should  still  be  included  in  the 
entrance  requirements,  in  as  much  as  much 
valuable  time  could  be  saved  if  our  schools 
v.'ere  not  required  to  prepare  our  pupils  in  this 
subject. 

All  of  which  leads  us  to  inquire  if  it  is  a 
fact,  or  if  we  only  dreamed  that  a  year  or  so 
ago  there  was  a  pretty  general  agreement  in 
the  profession  that  our  schools  for  the  deaf 
.should  as  rapidly  as  possible  fit  themselves  to 
do  a  higher  grade  of  work  in  a  wider  range 
'and  thus  brings  our  schools  up  to  the  standard 
of  the  best  high  schools  for  the  hearing  in  both 
literary  and  industrial  departments.  It  seems 
to  the  writer  that  these  suggested  "improve- 
ments" to  the  curriculum  are  improvements  in 


the  wrong  direction.  Uuless  we  can  substitute 
something  generally  accepted  as  better  for  the 
deaf  instead  of  dropping  what  we  are  now 
teaching  we  should  add  thereto  such  studies  as 
will  raise  the  standard  of  our  schools  to  that 
of  the  best  high  schools  for  the  hearing  and 
thereby  give  our  pupils  a  somewhat  better 
preparation  for  life. — T.

Few  extraordinary  people  have  the 
peace  and  happiness  that  ordinary 
people  have.  If  a  child  does  his  day's 
work,  if  he  plays  hard,  sleeps  well, 
passes  his  grades  fairly  well,  he  is  an 
ordinary  citizen.
